Baltimore, Md.—The (loath of Jim 


Jordan at tho ripe age of seventy-live 
years in the Johns Hopkins hospital, 
ims brought to an end the career of 
one of the greatest and most pictur- 
esque .swindlers that. America has over 
produced. 
Jordan was not a "yog" 


or n "gunman" or a "holdup man1." He 
played the confidence game in the 
early border days, when three-card 
monlo. was tho center of attractions in 
tho numerous gambling shacks In tho 
West, and later sold "gold bricks" to 
the innocent tenderfoots. Toward the 
end of his career as a confidence man 
Jordan became n poker yhark. 
Ho 


crossed the Atlantic on the luxurious- 
ly-eijiilppi'd 
liners 
and 
never was 


averse to play a "quiet little game." 
Ho made a fortune estimated at n mil- 
lion during the half century ho op- 
erated as a confidence mun, 1)Ut when, 
he died lie ran true to form and was 
broke. 


Began Career as "Steerer." 


Jordan served his apprenticeship un- 


der "Canada Hill," the most successful 
confidence man who roamed the West

king—but like all other .simple dishes 
It imisfbo made just right or tho king 
won't like it. 
The secret of serving 


cnrrmienl this way lies In plenty of 
milk aiul not too much mush. In the 
first place- sec that tho mush J« not 
loo thick—try out your "recipes until 
you find tho knack of. cooking It just 
long enough. No one enjoys dry, thick 
mush. Then serve moderate portions 
with a generous amount of. milk or 
cream on top—and have plenty more 
la tho pitcher to add biter on, Raisins, 
dates, figs and oilier dried fruits give 
variety to tho dish and jilea.se tho chil- 
dren. 
They sweeten llio mush and 


snvo sugar. 


Tho most common way of prepar- 


ing mush Is to allow the water to 
come to the boiling point and to add 
the meal slowly, stirring constantly. 
The objection to this method Is that 
there la considerable danger thiit the 
mush will become lumpy and often- 
times It Is Inconvenient and unpleas- 
ant to stand over a hot stove and stir 
tho mixture sufficiently to make it 
smooth. 
A better method, therefore, 


Is tho following: 


Put the cornmenl, cold water and 


salt together In the top of n double 
boiler. No stirring Is necessary. 
Put 


the top of tho double boiler Into the 
lower part nnd allow tho mush to 
hent slowly, cooking half an hour, or 
longer, If convenient. 
Many people 


cook it ns long ns four hours. 
Jvist 


before serving remove tho top of the 
double bollor from the lower part nnd 
boll the mush for two or three mln- 
•utes. In boiling It nt this time there 
Is no danger that It will lump. 


Cornmeal Mush. 
METHOD NO. 1. 


1 cupful corn moal. 1 tcnspoonful salt. 
8'/£, oupfuls water. 


Bring the suited water to tho boll- 


Ing point In the top of a double boll- 
or.

Fruits Save Suger. 


All ripe fruits contain .sugar. 
The 


amount varies from about three ounces 
or one-flftb cupful per pound in fresh 
figs and plums to about one-half ounce 
per pound In watermelon. 


If tho water is driven off from fruits, 


as In the drying process, the sugar 
becomes far more prominent than it 
Is In fresh fruits. Dried fruits, there- 
fore, taste far sweeter than fresh ones 
and are for this reason often classed 
among the sweets. It should! be re- 
membered, however, that sugar is 
present in all fresh fruits, even in the 
nost acid ones, and that those persons 
ivho wish to do so can economize on 
other kinds of sugar by eating large 
uuounts of fresh fruits in unsweet- 
ened forms.

In warm weather melons nncl other 


fruits may bo used in place of "made" 
desserts, which usually contain both 
butter and sugar, 
Fruit and Ice-cold 


junket, which can be prepared from 
skim milk, make a refreshing dessert 
and utilize perishable foods 
chiefly. 


Or the dessert course'may be omitted 
entirely and a fruit salnd with Cot- 
tage cheese may be used In its ploce.

What can the women of America 


do to help win this war? Two things 
are certain; one that they can do a 
great deal and another that, unless 
vlie war lasts ten years longer, they 
can never do so much as the French, 
English and Italian women have done, 
they can never suffer so much ns the 
French, English and Italian women 
have suffered. 


To me, returning to America after 


two years in the war countries, the un- 
touched gayety of the American people 
ciiiffe as a terrific shock. 1 had left a 
world as black and silent as night; a 
world In which I had seen no dancing, 
n world In which I had heard no spon- 
taneous laughter or—except in the case 
of military bands—no music. 
At'first 


the atmosphere of America was almost 
unbearable. I was obsessed with tlio 
dpslre to get buck to the allied coun- 
tries, to suffer with them, rather than 
enjoy the comparative comfort of a 
comparatively 
unaroused 
America. 


The luxury everywhere appalled me, 
Those hundreds of 
motors 
gliding 


through 
our streets 
for instance! 


Private motors have long ago disap- 
peared from allied Europe. The beau- 
tiful fabrics, the furs and laces, the 
gorgeous sport clothes and (lie dax-allug 
evening dresses which still distinguish 
the women of America. 


Ban on Evening Clothes. 


Thu first time I was invitod to a 


dinner party on my return, I wore a 
long-sleeved 
high-necked 
gray-and- 


blaek gown and found myself u wren 
uiuong birds of parnili.se. 
No woman 


of! France would think of wearing eve- 
ning; clothes. 
Indeed, both men and 


women are prohibited by law from ap- 
pearing in evening clolhos ;i( llio thea- 
ter, 
On. the few social occasions In 


which they lake part, French women 
are dressed in black gowns w i t h a lit- 
tle lace at the neck nnd sleeves. 
Kng- 


llsh women still wear evening doilies. 
When their men return on thoir rare 
leave from (lie front:, they cover their 
aching hearts with as much gayety as 
possible In order to send thorn back to 
the filth and the vermin arid tho rats 
nnd the damp nnd Ihe cold and the 
wounds and the constant sight of death 
psychologically refreshed. P>ut most: of 
the evening dresses that the English 
women are now wearing date back to 
the beginning of the war. 
And strang- 


est of all, perhaps, for a counlry at 
war, those lustrous streets with their 
rows of electric lights and (heir vivid, 
flashing, changing, iridescent electric 
signs. In Paris, yon plunge into a 
deep twilight when you leave your res- 
taurant, and in London you grope your 
way home through a dangerous Sty- 
gian gloom. Then the careless spend- 
ing in American hotels and restau- 
rants. In Paris those places close lit 
half-past nine. 
And food ! Food con- 


ditions have never been so 
bad In 


France as In the other allied coun- 
tries, for France lias always fed her- 
self and Is, moreover, the world's best 
cook, 
But In Italy and England, meat 


is a rare luxury to be obtained only 
once in a great, while; butter and 
sugar are long-forgotten dreams. 


See Their Homes Destroyed. 


And then In the case of France and 


to some degree of Italy, the allied 
women have seen vast .stretches of 
carefully cnretl-for ancient forest and 
enormous sections of .softly-beautiful 
farming country turned Into metal-rid- 
den dumps; they have seen dozens of 
small cities and hundreds of little vil- 
lages transformed to ash heaps; they 
have seen so -much old sacrod beauty 
In the form of churches, cathedrals 
and , historic monuments reduced to 
hills of rubble that the whole world 
must "seem u desert to them. 
They 


have even had to endure the extra 
affront of an exhibition In Berlin of 
the art treasures looted from northern 
France. 


The allied women have nursed the 


wounded, the tubercular, the under- 
nourished; they have 
taught 
now 


trades to the crippled and blind and 
those who nre Invalided for life. 
They 


have taken care of 
thousands and 


thousands of refugees from Belgium, 
northern France and Siberia. They 
have had to provide for the bringing 
up of thousands of orphan children. 
This has not come upon them gradual- 
ly, but all the time and in increasing 
proportions. 


But, 
after ail, these things are as 


nothing to the death of the flower of 
their male youth.' England and France 
and Italy have lost so much In man 
power that no member of our genera- 
tion looks for happiness ogain during 
his own lifetime! 
They hope only 


for one thing—to Insure the freedom 
of, the next generation.

Gone.

But that is not all. In a manner of

They have not, except In the case of 
the. famous Battalion of Death, died 
In battle; and yet a half to three- 
quarters of a million women have been 
killed as the direct result of war ac- 
tivities. More women have been kill- 
ed in this war than men on both thu 
Northern nncl Southern sides in our 
Civil war. That nearly llireo-rjunrte.rs 
of n million Includes Ihe women mas- 
sacred by the Turks in Armenia, by 
(lie Austrinns in Serbia, by the Ger- 
mans in Belgium and northern France; 
it Includes army nurses and women 
munition makers; It Includes civilian 
women killed by shells In the war 
zone or nenr It, women killed by Zep- 
pelin and airplane raids and by sub- 
marines. 


What can the women of America 


do to equal all this service and all 
this suffering? 


For three years, tho French and 


English, and for two years, tin. 
1 Ital- 


ians, have stood between us nnd (ho 
death of our democracy. What, can 
we do to make up for that long, hesi- 
tating neutral inaction of ours? Tho 
men of onr nation have responded gal- 
lantly. We have a real army in France 
now. 
As Lloyd fleorge said in parlia- 


ment to a listening empire, "Tho Amer- 
icans nre In." 
Wo are in and of 


course we ;ire In lo stay, In for a 
century if need be, u n t i l the safety nf 
the world democracy is assured.

Get rid of the slacker hen. 
The 


poultry keeper cannot afford at any 
time to keep a ben that is n poor ogg 
producer, and that is particularly true 
now when feeds are uiiprocedeu)cUly 
high in price. Tho summer and early 
fall is the best time to cull the poor 
producers from the laying Hock. It Is 
best to .start as enrly :is possible ro- 
movlng those hens whoso appearance 
indicates that they have Mopped lay- 
lug. As a general principle it is wise 
to cull out about the first of August 
all bens over two years old unless thoy 
nre laying or are exceptionally good 
breeders. 


Hens will usually begin lo molt In 


August. 
Tho slacker lion Is an onrly 


molter nnd can be readily 
distin- 


guished at this time. 


The indications of high egg produc- 


tion are most pronounced in Septem- 
ber, and if the flock is to be culled 
only at one time, .September Is the best 
month to select the good producers. 
The better plan, however, Is to cull 
gradually, beginning somewhat earlier. 


A number of factors have to be con- 


sidered in distinguishing tbe good from 
the poor layer, and certain allowances 
have to be made for essential differ- 
ences between tbe small and the large 
breeds. 


Cull These Hens. 


The indications of poor production 


are as follows: 


Lack of vigor.—Indicated by listless 


actions, dull sunken eyo, small, shrunk- 
en, pale comb and long toe nails. The 
poor producer Is usually one of the 
last hens to leave the roost in Ihe 
morning, and also goes to roost cnrly 
In the evening. 


Enrly molt and yellow legs.—Hens 


which molt before September 1, espe- 
cially those molting in July and early 
in August, are usually poor producers. 
These hens will usually have yellow 
legs during August and September, ns 
the *yellow color returns to tho legs 
after molting. 
The time of molting 


nnd the color of the legs are very im- 
portant characteristics in selecting 
heus by their appearance. 


Pelvis.—Points close together, only 


one to two fingers apart, depending 
upon the breed. The space between the 
pelvlp 
points varies 
according 
to 


whether or not the hen is Inying. Arch 
from pelvic points to the end of keel 
or breast bone only two or four fingers 
wide. Pelvic points either small and 
hard or coarse (covered 
wKh fat). 


Vent dry nnd hard. A layer in good 
condition usually accumulates fat on 
abdomen, producing u plump 
ancc. 


Other characteristics.—Comb pale ojr 


dull red, small, shrunken find covered 
with fine scales or dandruff. Ear lobes 
and wattles pale, shrunken, hard nnd 
dry. 
Ear lobes, eyelids and beak yel- 


lowish. 


Save These Hens. 


The indications of good production 


are as follows: 


Vigor.—Indicated by full, well-devel- 


oped breast and body, general alert- 
ness; bright, full eye; well-developed 
broad comb; short, heavy beak and 
worn toe nails. A hen must have vigor 
and capacity to be a good layer. Such 
a hen usually has a good appetite and 
goes off the roost early in the morning. 


Late molt and blenched legs.—The 


late molter, one that does not begin to 
molt until after the 1st of September, 
Is usually.a good producer. 
During 


the late summer these hens are notice- 
able by their ragged and dirty plu- 


mage.. The plumage of the good pro- 
ducer in the winter and -spring is usu- 
ally smooth and bright:, giving a nont, 
trim appearance to tbe fowl. The logn 
of those good layers will be nearly 
white, with nil (he yellow gone. After 
a hen molts sho gets this yellow color, 
back, and (ho. color gradually loavosi 
or bleaches as the laying season ad- 
vances.

three to five fingers, depending upon, 
the brood. 
Arch wide apart, from 


ihroe to six fingers distance bot.woon 
pelvic points and end of keel or breast 
bone.

Action Against Rats. 


It frequently happens that: losses of 


young chickens attributed to tho depre- 
dations of hawks nnd to other cuusou 
are due t.o rats. Thero is no moro 
destructive pest about tho poultry yard 
than these. Coming like the thief in 
tho night, und usually leaving no vis- 
ible marks of their ravages, they es- 
cape, in largo measure, l.ho, relentless 
hunting down that they deserve. Not 
only nro they destructive 
lo 
young 


chickens, but they prey upon the egg 
supply throughout tho year. 


The. United Slates department of ag- 


riculture points out that anyone, by 
(•are and Ipdustry, may free his own 
premises of those rodents but thnt ho 
Is helpless to prevent an early recur- 
rence of tbe trouble unless be can se- 
cure the active co-oporntlon of his 
neighbors. 
Tho department urges, 


therefore, that wherever possible tho 
destruction of these posts be a com- 
munity undertaking. 


Tho same effort, it Is pointed out, 


that Is made by individuals working 
Independently, if organized on n. com- 
munity basis will be Joss costly and 
moro effective. The department has 
worked out and tested definite plans 
for the destruction of rats, In com- 
mon with other rodents, and Informa- 
tion concerning the matter can be hud 
by writing the department.

The U. S. department of jigrlcullu.ro

how good eggs should look before the 
candle: 


A good fresh egg should have a 


small air space. The yolk should not 
be very plain. 
Thero should be no 


black «po(s or rings.

eggshell will have fine cracks In It. 
This.Is commonly known us n "check" 
egg, nnd should not be shipped with 
first-quality 
oggs, as It rots very 


quickly. 


Blood rings are partially Incubated 


eggs and show a distinct ring of blood 
on the yolk. They are cliisscd .'is un- 
fit for food and should be rejected. 


Cause: A fertile egg In which the 


development of the germ lias proceed- 
ed until blood has formed but tho em- 
bryo has subsequently died. Illng for- 
mation Is not present while the em- 
bryo Is alive, although blood spots or 
veins may show. • 


Moldy eggs generally have cracked 


shells and show black spots before 
the candle. They are unfit for food. 


Cause: Field nests or wet nests. 


Holding eggs In damp places, or de- 
stroying shell mucus by washing, or 
allowing eggs to become wet, thereby 
enabling mold spores to enter the 
pores of the shell nnd grow inside the 
shell. 
Mold can also enter through 


cracks In the shell.

ryo has subsequently died. Illng for- 
intlon Is nol present whllo the cm- 
ryo Is allvo, although blood spots or 
clns may show. • 
Moldy eggs generally havo cracked 
bells and show black spots before 
lie candle. Th«y are unfit for food. 
Cause: Field ncstti or wot nests, 


loldlng eggs In damp places, or des- 
troying shell mucus by washing, or 
llowlng eggs lo become wet, thereby 
nubllng mold spores to enter tbo 
ores of the shell nnd grow Inside thu 
bell. 
Mold win nlxo «mt«r through 


racks in tho «hell.

chances for profits, but most frequent- 
ly kills the fowls as well.

Try Our Mush Recipes Unti! Knack of 


Cooking Just Long Enough Has 


Been 
Discovered — Dried 


Fruits Add Variety. 


Mush and milk for breakfast 
or 


lunch makes a simple dish fit for a 
king—but like all other simple dishes 
it must-be made just right or the king 
won't like it. 
The secret of serving 


cornmeal this way. lies in plenty of 
milk and not too much mush. In the 
first place see that the mush is not 
too thick—try out your recipes until 
you find the knack of cooking it just 
long enough. No one enjoys dry,.thick 
mush. Then serve moderate portions 
with a generous amount of milk or 
cream on top—and have plenty more 
in the pitcher to add later on. Raisins, 
dates, figs and other dried fruits give 
variety to the dish and please the chil- 
dren. 
They sweeten the mush and 


save sugar. 


The most common way of prepar- 


ing mush is to allow the water to 
come to the'boiling point and to add 
the meal slowly, stirring constantly. 
The objection to this method Is that 
there Is considerable danger that the. 
mush will become lumpy and often- 
times it Is Inconvenient and unpleas- 
ant to stand over a hot stove and stir 
the mixture, sufficiently to make it 
smooth. A better method, therefore, 
Is the following: 


Put the cornmeal, cold water and 


salt together in the top of a double 
boiler. No stirring is necessary. 
Put 


the top of the double boiler into the 
lower part and allow the mush to 
heat slowly, cooking half fin hour, or 
longer, if convenient. Many people 
cook it as long as four hours. Just 
before serving remove the top of the 
double boiler from the lower part and 
boll the mush for two or three min- 
-utes. In boiling- It at this time there 
is no danger that it will lump. 


Cornmeal Mush. 
METHOD NO. 1. 


1 cupful corn meal. 1 teaspoonful salt. 
S 
1/^, cupfuls water. 
Bring the salted v/ater to the boil- 


ing point In the top of a double boil- 
er. Pour the cornmeal slowly into the 
water, stirring constantly. Cook three 
minutes.' Put the upper part of the 
boiler into the lower part and cook 
the mush half an .hour and as much 
longer as convenient. 
Long cooking 


improves the taste and probably adds 
to the thoroughness with which, the 
mush is digested. 


The housewife, who has no double 


boiler can make one by using two 
saucepans of such size that one can 
be set inside of the other.

Fruits Save Suger. 


All ripe fruits contain sugar. Th 


amount varies from about three ounces 
or one-fifth cupful per pound in fresh 
figs and plums to about one-half ounce 
per pound in watermelon.

as in the drying process, the sugar 
becomes far more prominent than i 
i's in, fresh fruits. Dried fruits, there- 
fore, taste far sweeter than fresh ones 
and are for this reason often classec 
among the sweets. It shpulfl be re- 
membered, however, that sugar is 
present in all fresh fruits, even in the 
most acid ones, and that those persons 
•who wish to do so -can economize on 
other kinds of sugar by eating large 
amounts of fresh fruits in unsweet- 
ened forms.

What can the women of America 


do to help win this war? Two things 
are certain; one that they can do a 
great deal and another that, unless 
the war lasts ten years longer, they 
can never do so much as the French, 
English and Italian women have done, 
they can never suffer so much as the 
French, English and Italian women 
uave suffered. 


To me, returning to America after 


two years in the war countries, the un- 
touched gayety of the American people 
catcte as a terrific shock. 1 had left a 
world as black and silent as night; a 
world in which I had seen no dancing, 
a world in which I had heard no spon- 
taneous laughter or—except in the case 
of military bands—no music. At 'first 
the atmosphere of America was almost 
unbearable. I was obsessed with the 
desire to get btick to the allied coun- 
tries, to suffer with them, rather than 
enjoy the comparative comfort of a 
comparatively 
unaroused 
America. 


The luxury everywhere appalled me. 
Those hundreds of motors 
gliding 


through 
our streets 
for 
instance! 


Private motors have long ago disap- 
peared from allied Europe. The beau- 
tiful fabrics, the furs und laces, the 
gorgeous sport clothes and the dazzling 
evening dresses which still distinguish 
the women of America. 


Ban on Evening Clothes. 


The first time I was invited to a 


dinner party on my return, I wore a 
long-sleeved 
high-necked 
gryy-and- 


black gown and found myself a wren 
umong birds of paradise. No woman 
of France would think of wearing eve- 
ning clothes. 
Indeed, both men and 


women are prohibited by law from ap- 
pearing in evening clothes at ihu thea- 
ter. On. the few social occasions in 
which they take part, French women 
are dressed in black gowns with ;i lit- 
tle lace at the neck and sleeves. Kng- 
ish women still wear evening clothes. 
When their men return on tliL'ir rare 
leave from the front, they cover their 
aching hearts with as much gayety as 
possible in order to send them buck to 
the filth and the vermin and the rats 
and the dump nnd the cold and the 
wounds and the constant sight of death 
psychologically refreshed. But most of 
the evening dresses that the English 
women are now wearing date back to 
the beginning of the war. 
Aud strang- 


est of all, perhaps, for a country at 


war, 
those lustrous' streets with their 


rows of electric lights and their vivid, 
flashing, changing, iridescent electric 
signs. In Paris, you plunge into a 
deep twilight when you leave your res- 
taurant, and in London you grope your 
way' home through a dangerous Sty- 
gian gloom. Then the careless spend- 
ing in American hotels and restau- 
rants. In Paris those places close at 
half-past nine. And food ! Food con- 
ditions have never been so bad in 
France as in the other allied coun- 
tries, for France has always fed her- 
self and Is, moreover, the world's best 
cook. But in Italy and England, meat 
Is a rare luxury to be obtained only 
once in a great, while; butter and 
sugar are long-forgotten dreams. 


See Their Homes Destroyed. 


And then in the case of France and 


to some degree of Italy, the allied 
women have seen vast stretches of 
carefully carefl-for ancient forest and 
enormous sections of softly-beautiful 
farming country turned into metal-rid- 
den dumps; they have seen dozens of 
small cities and hundreds of little vil- 
lages transformed to ash heaps; they 
have seen so -much old sacred beauty 
in the form of _churches, cathedrals 
a n d . historic monuments reduced to 
hills of rubble that the whole world 
must "seem a desert to them. They 
have even had to endure the extra 
affront of an exhibition in Berlin of 
the art treasures looted from northern 
France. 


The allied women have nursed the 


wounded, the tubercular, the under- 
nourished ; they 
have taught new 


trades to the crippled and blind and 
those who are Invalided for life. 
They 


have taken care of thousands and 
thousands of refugees from Belgium, 
northern France and Siberia. They 
have hart to provide for the bringing 
up of thousands of orphan children. 
This has not come upon them gradual- 
ly, but all the time and In increasing 
proportions. 


But, after all, these things are as 


nothing to the death of the flower of 
their male youth.' England and France 
and Italy have lost so much in man 
power that no member of our genera- 
tion looks for happiness again during 
Ms own lifetime! 
They hope only 


for-one thing—to insure the freedom 
of the next generation. 


Sons All Gone. 


y husband Is a Parisian," said

Fight Same as Men. 


But that is not all. In a manner of 


speaking, the women of Europe are 
fighting the war just as the men are. 
They have not, except in the case of 
the famous Battalion of Death, died 
In battle; and yet a half to three- 
quarters of a million women have been 
killed as the direct result of war ac- 
tivities. More women have been kill- 
ed in this war than men on both the 
IS'ortliprn and Southern sides In our 
Civil war. That nearly three-quarters 
of u million includes the women mas- 
sacred by the Turks in Armenia, by 
the Austriaiis in Serbia, by the Ger- 
mans in Belgium and northern France; 
It includes army nurses and women 
munition makers; it Includes civilian 
women killed by shells in the war 
zone or near it, women killed by Zep- 
pelin and airplane raids uud by sub- 
marines. 


What can the women of America 


do to equal all this service and all 
this suffering? 


For three years, the French and 


English, and for two years, the Ital- 
ians, have stood between us and (ho 
death of our democracy. What can 
we do to make up for that long, lu'sl- 
tating nculral inaction of ours? Tho 
men of our nation have responded gal- 
lantly. We have a real army in France 
now. 
As Lloyil George said in parlia- 


ment to a listening empire, "The Amer- 
icans are in." 
We are in ami of 


course we are in to stay, in for a 
century if need be, until the safety of 
the world democracy is assured. The 
men of America are doing tlr»ir part— 
doing it with 
suffering 
an.i 
death. 


What can the women do? 


What Women Can Do. 


It is tho geographical misfortune of 


us women of America that we cannot 
possibly give the personal service thnt 
the women 
of Kuropo have given. 


They are near and we are far. They, 
so to speak, are in the front trenches 
and we have noj entered the. war zone. 
Only a very few of us. In proportion 
to our numbers, can work In the hos- 
pitals or canteens there. Only n few 
more in proportion to our numbers can 
do Hed Cross work or Y. SI. C. A. 
work here. There are, however, two 
tilings we can do all the time and 
with all the strength that i.s in us. 
One is to conserve food. The other 
is to buy Liberty bonds. We can help 
the government by buying bonils. Yet 
again we have an advantage; it is our 
peculiar misfortune that most of us 
can help the government only by help- 
ing ourselves.

producer, and that is particularly true 
now when foods aro unprecedujiledly 
high In price. Tho summer and early 
fall is the best time; to cull tho poor 
producers from tho laying Hock. Jt i.s 
host to start us early us possible re- 
moving those hens whose, appearance 
indicates that they have stopped lay- 
Ing, 
As a. general principle it is wi.se 


to cull out about Hie first of August 
all lions over two years old unless they 
are laying or are exceptionally good 
breeders. 


Hens will usually begin to molt In 


August. The slacker hen i.s nil oarlj 
inolter nnd can be readily distin- 
guished at tills time. 


The indications of high egg produc 


tlon are most pronounced in Soplom 
ber, and if the Hock Is to be culled 
only at one time, September is the best 
month to select the good producers, 
The better plan, however, Is to cull 
gradually, beginning somewhat earlier. 


A number of factors have to be con- 


sidered in distinguishing the good from 
the poor layer, and certain allowances 
have to be made for essential differ- 
ences between the small and the large 
breeds.

Early molt nnd yellow legs.—Hens 


which molt before September 1, espe- 
cially those molting in July and early 
In August, are usually poor producers. 
These hens will usually have yellow 
legs during August and September, as 
the "yellow color returns to the legs 
after molting. The time of molting 
and the color of the legs are very Im- 
portant characteristics in selecting 
hens by their appearance. 


Pelvis.—Points close together, only 


one .to two fingers apart, depending 
tiponl the breed. The space between the 
pelvic points varies 
according to 


whether or not the hen Is laying. Arch 
from pelvic points to the end of keel 
or breast bone only two or four fingers 
wide. Pelvic points either small and 
hard or coarse (covered with fat). 
Vent dry and hard. A layer In good 
condition usually accumulates fat on 
abdomen, producing a plump appear 
ance. 


Other characteristics.—Comb pale o'r 


dull red, small, shrunken and covered 
with fine scales or dandruff. Kar lobes 
and wattles pale, shrunken, hard nnd 
dry. Ear lobes, eyelids and beak yel- 
lowish. 


Save These Hens. 


The Indications of good production 


are as follows: 


Vigor.—Indicated by full, well-devel- 


oped breast and body, general alert- 
ness; bright, full eye; well-developed 
broad comb; short, heavy beak and 
worn toe nails. A hen must have vigor 
and capacity to be a good layer. Such 
a hen usually has a good appetite and 
goes oft the roost early In the morning. 


Late molt and bleached legs.—The 


late molter, one that does not begin to 
molt until after the 1st of September, 
Is usually.a good producer. During 
the late summer these hens are notice-

Holding eggs In damp places, or de- 
stroying shell mucus by washing, or 
allowing eggs to become wet, thereby 
enabling mold spores to enter tho 
pores of the shell and erow Inside tho 
shell.

Hostess houses must be built. 
Tho appropria- 


tion must: be sudicient to cover-all tiiose

Twenty-seven thousand dollars is not 


top much to invest iu one of these hospitality 
centers. 


Kven after the house Is built, alterations and 


additions must so on. 
The military sanitary 


regulations must be fulfilled, 
oven if they in- 


crease in severity. 
With summer comes the 


screening necessary. 
Yet every house is worth 


to the community and to the nation in general 
all the money invested in it. 
Of the $5,000,000 


budget appropriated by the w.ar work council of 
the Young Women's Christian association .$1,750;-

. Another work of the greatest importance which 


has just been undertaken by the Young Wom- 
en's Christian association is the housing of wom- 
en workers i" connection with our great indus- 
trial establls. 
-'Uts. 
While this is not strictly 


a new problem created by the war, the calling 
of many'women workers to war service makes 
the situation immediately acute: 
Obviously the 


providing o£ proper housing for 
these uewly 


called women workers, since it is a part of 
the war program, must be done by the govern- 


. ment. 
The Young Women's Christian associa- 


tion is now constructing, at its own expense, two 
buildings as a demonstration; one at Camp Sher- 
man-Annex, Chiliicothe, and smother nt Charles- 
ton, S. C., tor the women employees in the navy 
uniform factory. 
The latter is being built at 


the request ot Sec-rotary Duniels. 
If the govern- 


ment shall decide to mnke' provision for the 
housing of its women workers, tho Young Wom- 
.en's Christian association offers to provide the 
needed social and recreational workers. 


Based on its experience iu housing girls dur- 


ing ' the lust 50 years, the association believes 
that younger girls should be grouped where they 
cttn have social life aud an opportunity to en- 
tertain their friends, and still be under some of 
the restrictions of the home; that older women 
want 
independence 
of 
living, 
many oC them 


objecting to living in large groups . because 
ot 


the noise and confusion and ensuing fatigue; and 
tluit it is more successful to iiouse non-English- 
speaking foreign girls in srnull groups, until they 
learn English uud become used to American cus- 
toms. 


The type "A" building, the permanent struc- 


ture which the association is building- at Charles- 
ton, is designed for use in places where only one, 
building will be erected. 


The dining room and recreation hall, several 


parlors, and bedrooms for 44 girls are ou the| 
lirst floor. There is but one entrance for the 
residents. 
This makes it possible for the ma- 


tron or social head of the house, who is in the nf- 
lice near the door, to see everyone who comes 
in. or goes out. 


Tho entrance hall is attractive and homelike. 


Opening out of .it nre several parlors separated 
from the hall by arches. 
To the right is au en- 


trance to the wing containing, the recreation hsiil 
and dining room. 
These rooms are so arranged 


that they can be thrown into one for a large 
social gathering. 


There sire bedrooms for 51 .girls on the sec- 


ond 
floor. 
There is also a sitticg' roora sepa- 


rated from the hall only by pillars. 
This is for 


the use of the girls only. 
Next to this is. a 


small .sewing room with facilities for sowing. 


On-the third floor are bedrooms for six'girls, 


an infirmary and 
n private bath.

In industrial communities the buildings are 


Intended to be grouped as effectively as possible 
with due regard to natural advantages. 'There 
can, of course, be sis many units as are 'neces- 
sary: 
It is also proposed to provide a number 


of three and four-family houses to accommodate 
the elder women and the non-English-speaking 
foreign girls. 
In all ; of these buildings an at- 


tempt has been made to'use a style of archi- 
tecture, which Is distinctly American.

What France Did America Does. 
Here are two anecdotes which ac- 


centuate-the point They happened a 
dozen years apart. Mine. Paquin saw 
several bolts of checked silk in a man- 
ufacturer's hands. Neither the weave, 
the coloring nor the design was in 
fashion, to quote her own phrase. The 
manufacturer complained that he had 
no call for this quantity of material 
and that he would sell it for about 
a franc and a half a yard. Mrae. Pa- 
quin took it all, -went to her salons 
o"n the Rue de la Paix, turned the 
cheap check silk into an alluring frock 
of her own design, and then wore it 
at Trouville-by-the-Sea. She made the 
frock, the design, the color and the 
fabric fashionable. 
Everyone wanted 


to wear what she wore. 
She sold 


every inch of the material at a price 
that brought her unmeasured profit 
on the transaction. 


Last month an American designer 


was looking over the stock of a lace 
importer. 
"Nothing new," said the 


importer. 
"Here I am held up with 


I about fifty Spanish lace scarfs which 
I bought at a venture, thinking I could 
distribute them iu the trade in Amer- 
ica, but no one took them. The one 
answer was that they are not in 
fashion." 


The designer said that if the im- 


porter would give him one he would 
turn it into a gown that would sell 
all the other scarfs, on condition that 
he received a commission on their sale.
